Dear Kirkman, Sina, Ottley, Walker, Rathburn, Rauch and Wooton 
(Holy Christ is this long... Hehe! Sina is the only one I didn't write the 
last name!) 


I'm going to assume you typed “Sina” because you didn't want to 
type "Mackiewicz." 


So to begin with I’m gonna say how | discovered INVINCIBLE. I’m 
French and German, living in France and Germany (cool huh?) and 
here in France/Germany comics aren't the most famous thing. 1 
discovered your work by seeing The Walking Dead TV Show after my 
friend David said to me it would be fucking awesome. So | begun to 
see it with him... and in one night | had already seen all of season 

1 and the pilot of 2. That was the point were | hadn't any social life 
anymore. | finished the TV show, got all issues of TWD and began 
reading them (I'm at issue 97 so you should get a mail from me

Let's begin with what | find awesome in this book: You find really 
original characters and bring them in stories that just are insane. 
How you brought Invincible to grow up from issue 1 to 93 is amazing. 
| remember when Invincible was getting crazy because Cecil was 
working with that guy who made the Reanimen... and now he's 
working with Dinosaurus, a mad creature who blew up Las Vegas. 1 
also love how in this last 2 issues you brought Cory Walker back for 
the story in the Flaxan Dimension, because Monster Girl is maybe my 
favorite character in this series. When | first saw her in issue 9, | just 
thought how could Kirkman even have the idea of her. One last thing, 


loved the return of the British Guy! At least when you do subplots you 
don't drop them forever. If “forever” is more than 76 issues... And 
that Demon Detective never showed up again, so forget what | said. 
Yeah... That's pretty much it for the positive things... Anyway you 
prefer bad things in the letters column so here it is. 


First, remember when in the beginning issues (around 10 or so) there 
where 2 pages more of story, 3 to 4 pages letters, lots of pin-ups and 
some little stories from Benito & Nate... What happened? Okay, not 
long ago you did TECH JACKET back-ups and | get it, you've got to 
respect the schedule now. (Which by the way wasn't really that 'til 
Sina came : INVINCIBLE began before TWD and now 'Vinci 93 / TWD 
100. What the hell?) An issue every 3 weeks. You promised, now you 
do it. 


How about 4 issues in 3 months? 100 will come out in time for its 
10th anniversary! 


Yeah, TWD did start six months ahead of INVINCIBLE, so 
technically INVINCIBLE should be at issue 108 by now... but 
y'know what, keeping a schedule for 10 years is HARD and 
getting 100 issues out in ten years, I think... is pretty great when 
you look around at all the other creator-owned series that have 
been around longer and having reached that landmark issue. 


And here comes what I'm really dissapointed with in your book. The 
first villain we ever saw was Titan and when he took the place of 
Machine Head | thought he would be the main villain or that he would 
be very important, but finally nothing... Even Magmaniac and Tether 
Tyrant came back in the last issues... 


Some questions to end : 
1) When will Titan come back? 
Before Battle Beast, but after Angstrom Levy. 


Or maybe he'll NEVER come back! Ha! We'll see everyone again 
eventually. 


2) When the Flaxans come over from their dimension, does it work 
the same way as how Levy did it? | find it weird that when the 
Flaxans are going in other dimension there are monsters (like you 
showed in the Rex/Monster Girl flashback) and Levy only humans (or 
Viltrumtes...). 


Flaxans go from dimension to dimension. Angstrom Levy travels 
parallel timelines... which in the context of INVINCIBLE... I'm saying 
are different things. There is no EARTH in the Flaxan dimension... 
and the life forms are different. Does that make sense at all? 


3) І didn't have а 3, but just having 2 questions is kind of lame. So...
